HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE. 

The splendid opera of Zampa, the chef-d’euvre of Herold, was per- 
formed at this theatre on Saturday evening, Fornasari sustaining the part 
of Zampa, Corelli, Alphonso, Lablache, Dandolo, F. Lablache, Daniel 
Capuzzi, and Madame Persiani, Camilla. Fornasari’s fine voice come 
pleted the realisation of the composer's idea of the character of the pirate 
chief; both his singing and acting frequently drew down much approba- 
tion, particularly the song “ Che l’onda gorgogliante,” and the scena at 
the commencement of the second act. Altogether Fornasari was emi- 
nently successful. The singing of Persiani was, as usual, full of taste 
and delicacy, but the part of Camilla is not of sufficient importance for 
her great capabilities. Corelli sang remarkably well, and was much ap- 
plauded, and Lablache’s Dandolo caused much laughter. The ballet of 
Ondine was the afterpiece, in which Cerito’s dancing was greatly admired. 
To-morrow night, Zampa, and Ondine, will be repeated, and on Thurs- 
day next, Mozart’s J Don Giovanni will be performed by the following 
artistes :—Madame Grisi, Madlle. Favanti, Madame Persiani, Signor 
Forvasari, Signor Lablache, Signor F. Lablache, Signor Felice, and 
Signor Mario. To be followed by the ballet of 4lma.
